REMARKS 

Claims 25 and 44 were cancelled by Examiner's Amendment. Further, Claims 
42 and 43 have been amended by Examiner's Amendment, as reflected in the Notice of 
Allowability mailed on June 14, 2007. Accordingly, Claims 2-5, 7, 9-16, 18-21, 23, 25- 
31 , 42 and 43 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the thorough consideration of the claims and 
the indication of allowable subject matter contained in Claims 2-5, 7, 9-16, 18-21, 23, 
25-31,42 and 43. 

Interview Summary 

Applicants' representatives, Anna Budde and Jennifer Woodside Wojtala, 
conferred with the Examiner Johanna Loftis on June 4, 2007, regarding the claim 
amendments reflected in the Examiner's Amendment. In response to the Interview 
Summary mailed June 14, 2007, Applicants concur with the contents of the Examiner's 
Interview Summary. Specifically, Applicants' representatives authorized adding the 
limitation of "said quality of interaction component comprises a cooperation component, 
a conflict component, and a trust component" to independent Claims 42 and 43, where 
indicated in the Examiner's Amendments. Further, cancellation of Claims 24 and 44 
was authorized. As indicated by the Examiner, these amendments brought the pending 
claims into condition for allowance. 
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
